Some Disquieting Information 
Reaches the Authorities 
in Washington.

ASHINGTON BUREAU OF. 
THE TIMES, Jan. 18.-——-The 
most practical certainty that 
faces the Washington administration 
today is that as soon as spring per- 
mits U-boats to cruise the North At- 
lantic, there will be a German biock- 

ade of the American coast. 
This has been in the minds of of- 
ficlaln ever since the visit of the U- 
53. Almost nobody considered that 
an isolated episode. And since then 
has come information of even moré 

disquieting nature. | 

This is that Germany has ready 
for service a new fleet of super-sub- 
marines, none of which has yet 


been in action in the North Sea. Ac- 
cording to the reports received here, 


the submarine exhausted her supply 
of twelve torpedoes, although only 
five ships were sunk, and was 
obliged to return’ home for that rea- 
son 


Fuel and food can be supplied eas- 
lly in a number of ways. A base 
may be established on this side. The 
U-boatse may be furnished by viola- 
tions of the American neutrality 
laws, as Gerriian raiders were stip- 
plied in the early months of*the war. 
Best of all, captured prizes may be 
plundered before being sunk. 

The matter of torpedoes, how. 
ever, is more dificult. Mérchant 
Ships, safiling from American ports, 
w not ca them as cargo, and it 


would be difficult to have them man- 
ufactured in this country and 
shipped out of American ports sur-+ 
reptiviously in a pro-German neutral 
vease |. 

The failure of the United States 
to protest vigorously at the time of 
the U-53 episode undoubtedly has 
convinced Germany that so long es 
her submarines conform with 
rule of warning and visiting this 
government will not protest against 
the virtual blockade of its ports. 
Therefore, an expedition of giant 
U-boatse may be expected to appear 
on our Atlantic Coast to intercept 
Allied and neutral shipping with ev- 
ery appearance of innocence. 

Of course, it is readily admitted 
by administration officials that such 
a condition would be intolerable. 
It would mean the crippling of 
American foreign trade, for not only 
would many vessels be sunk, but 
many more would be prevented 
from sailing at all becatise of the 
prohibitive insurance rates that 
would follow. 

United States would be 
obliged at once to take the position 
that the vital intereate of the coun- 
try had been threatened.

BLAME ON WAR 
DEPARTMENT. 


Officers Defend Guard for 
Mobilizing Delays. 


Maj.-Gen. O’Ryan Tells of 
Bad Equipment. 


All Agree Universal Service 
the Only Remedy. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Blame 
for delay in mobilizing the National 
Guard for border service was 
Placed squarely on the War De- 
partment today by Maj.-Gen. John 
F. O’Ryan, commanding the New 
York division of the State forces, 
testifying before the Senate Sub- 
committee on Universal Service. 
Adjt.-Gen. Louis W. Stotesbury of 
New York and Capt. James T. 
Burns of the Third Illinois Infantry 
joined in defending the guard. 

All three officers agreed in favor- 
universal service legislation, al- 
though they differed as to methods. 
Gen. O’Ryan outlined a plan under 
which boys would be required in 
their nineteenth year to elect the 
course of service they preferred, 
whether in the regular army, na- 
tional guard, or in some civil . 
pacity. In common with the two 
other officers, he declared that com- 
plete Federalization of the State 
troops must be effected to insure ef- 
ficient service. 

Gens. O’Ryan and Stotesbury. de- 
clared the report on the National 
Guard mobilization prepared by 
the Military Bureau was unfair. 
They disclaimed any thought that 
army officials had issued it to dis- 
credit and break down the guard. 
Gen. O’ Ryan said the action was due 
to “conservative prejudice and ig- 
norance of real conditions.” 

“The National Guard was treated 


unteer force, not under the scheme 
contemplated in the Nationa] De- 
fense Act,” said Gen. Stotesbury. 

Both generals said the . greatest 
difficulty was that under depart- 
mental regulations the government 
equipment was not on hand in the 


places. 
“While the War Department reg- 
luations may have been to blame to 
some extent,” Senator Chamberlain 
interjected, “Congress also was to 
blame for recommendation of the 
department, for this equipment had 
been repeatedly 
“That is true,” said Gen. Stotes- 
bury, “and I'll go further than that. 
The people were to blame. They did 
not approve proper preparation.” 
Gen. O’ Ryan told the committee 
that the 19,000 men of the New York 
division had been mobilized within 
less than twenty hours, complete as 
to members and all equipment they 
were expected to furnish. 
Delay was caused, he said, by 
the process of mustering ruled by 
the War Department to be on the 
basis of volunteers and by physical 
examinations of 19,000 men by only 
two medical officers. 
“The report shows.” he added, 
“that there was shortage of men 
or equipment in Yur division. Some 
companies were at war strength.” 
As to the condition of other Na- 
tional Guard regiments, Gen. 
O’ Ryan said he had changed his pre- 
vious view that the New York troops 
would be shown to be much superior, 
The Third Tennessee Regiment and 
some of the Indiana and Minnesota 
troops, he deciared, were fine, effi- 
client organizations. 
Gen. O’Ryan thought the uni- 
versal service plan should provide 
an optional training of one year with 
the regular army and five years in 
the regular reserve, or six years in 
the National Guard, three on active 
service and three in reserve, or six 
years in some industrial pursuit. 
Capt. Burns sald guard officers 
and men on the border advocated 
universal service. He thought that 
feeling had come to them with 
wider knowledge due to their serv- 
ice; adding that the guard heretofore 
always had been a barrier to the 
enactment of rational military legis- 
lation.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Jan. 18.—A telegraphic 
appeal was made to the State De- 
partment by fifty-six citizens of 
Southern California, forty of them 
residing in Los Angeles, connected 
with various industrial, commercial 
and banking interests, to lift the 


embargo against the shipment of 
munitions into Lower California. 
The petitioners praised the regime 
of Gov.
